 Maryland Governor Robert L.
Ehrlich, Jr. and Virginia Gover-
nor Mark R. Warner announced
the launch of an effort to make
the clean-up of the Chesapeake
Bay a new national priority.  The
announcement made Dec. 9 at the
Chesapeake Bay Executive
Council’s annual meeting at
George Mason University in
Fairfax, Va., held at the site where
the first Chesapeake Bay Agree-
ment was signed 20 years ago.

“Finally, we have the political
will in the Bay watershed states
to fight for a national Chesapeake
Bay restoration effort,” Governor
Ehrlich said.  “I look forward to
collaborating with Governor
Warner, President Bush, and my
former colleagues in Congress to
promote a responsible, national
stewardship of the Chesapeake
Bay. Here in Maryland, I will
continue working with legislators,

farmers, watermen, and conser-
vationists to restore the oyster
population, increase Bay grasses,
and reduce harmful nutrients en-
tering the Bay.”

 Governor Ehrlich will lever-
age his relationships in Washing-
ton, D.C. to secure federal sup-
port for the Chesapeake Bay.  As
a Member of Congress in 2001,
Ehrlich co-authored legislation
authorizing $660 million to up-
grade Bay-area wastewater treat-
ment plants, which are the pri-
mary nitrogen pollutants of the
Chesapeake Bay.

 “It is appropriate that the Bay
states join together in this collec-
tive effort to make the Chesa-
peake Bay a national priority,”
said Governor Warner.  “Our fed-
eral government is the financial
patron of the world’s largest eco-
system restoration effort in the
Florida Everglades.  The Chesa-

peake Bay is a national treasure,
and is also worthy of such exten-
sive federal support.”

 Governor Ehrlich and Gover-

nor Warner are initiating plans to
take the Chesapeake Bay effort to

Demonstrating his commit-
ment to restoring the Chesapeake
Bay with science-based policy
initiatives, Governor Robert L.
Ehrlich, Jr., recently announced
a new focus in land conservation
and preservation based on  its rel-
evance to protecting and preserv-
ing the Chesapeake Bay.

The criteria used to evaluate
the State’s land preservation
purchases will be expanded to
now include a comprehensive
set of ecological indicators.
Land will be identified and pri-
oritized for purchase based on
the application of these guide-
lines.

Given Maryland’s current fis-
cal realities along with broad

Land preservation criteria change
public support for the state’s
land conservation programs, the
new policy will ensure the land
most critical to the Chesapeake
Bay restoration is preserved and

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force of all affected states and the
District, to develop a plan to fully
engage each congressional del-
egation, the President, state and
local agencies, the Chesapeake
Bay Foundation and other conser-
vation groups to make restoration
of the Bay a national priority.  The
Chesapeake Bay program esti-
mates the cost of restoration at
more than $11.5 billion over the
next 10 years.

 The six-partner Chesapeake
Executive Council also an-
nounced the formation of a
Chesapeake Bay Watershed Blue
Ribbon Panel to consider fund-
ing sources at a federal, state, and
local level.  The Panel will pro-
vide the Executive Council with

a detailed report no later than Oct.
2004.

 Governor Ehrlich also high-
lighted three priorities to restore the
Bay in Maryland:  restoring the oys-
ter population, increasing Bay
grasses, and reducing nutrients en-
tering the Bay.  With oysters, Mary-
land is working with the EPA and
the Army Corps of Engineers to
accelerate the environmental impact
study on introducing the Pacific
coast strain of the Asian oyster into
the Bay.  The oyster will not only
return the necessary filtration func-
tion to the Bay but will revive the
nearly-dead oyster industry.

 With bay grasses, Maryland will
initiate a major propagation and
planting program to meet the Chesa-

peake 2000 goal of 185,000 acres
by the year 2010. Bay grasses pro-
duce oxygen, absorb nutrients
such as phosphorus and nitrogen,
provide food for a variety of ani-
mals, provide shelter and nursery
areas for a variety of fish and
shellfish, reduce wave action and
shoreline erosion, and trap sedi-
ments. Bay grasses are critical to
restoring the balance of the Chesa-
peake ecosystem.

With regard to nutrient reduction,
Maryland is working to apply nu-
trient reduction technology on sew-
age treatment plants to achieve the
water quality standards consistent
with the Chesapeake 2000 Agree-
ment. Bay Program partners will
begin to develop Chesapeake Bay

watershed-based permitting strate-
gies in upcoming months through a
stakeholder-based process. The
strategies will accelerate nutrient
reduction efforts by ensuring
that future pollution permits
meet local water quality stan-
dards as well as those down-
stream in the Chesapeake Bay.

Executive Council members
also agreed to a five-fold expansion
of the current forest buffer resto-
ration goal and  also amended the
Blue Crab Fishery Management
Plan to include new harvest tar-
gets and thresholds.

The 64,000-square-mile
Chesapeake Bay watershed is
home to more than 16 million
people and 3,600 animal species.

Constellation’s Gould Street
Plant – Baltimore City--On
Nov. 26, MDE and Constella-
tion signed a Consent Order that
addresses air quality violations
at Constellation’s Gould Street
electrical generating plant in
Baltimore.  MDE staff docu-
mented numerous visible emis-
sion violations at the facility that
occurred from July 2001

The SEP requires that
Constellation conduct combus-
tion and efficiency analyses of
specific Baltimore City school
boilers and then implement re-
pairs and modifications to im-
prove energy efficiency and
reduce emissions.
